There is the prospect of the liveliest kind 
of a legal war over the responsibility for the 
damages to railroad property during the strike.

| Internal Troubles in Japan. 

An interesting explanation of the present 
attitude of Japan tuwariis Chira was fur- 
hished by a diplomatist of much experience 
ia Asiaticaffuirs.

Sr. Pauw, Minn., July 30.—[Special.]—A 
severe hail and rain storm struck Stevens 
County on the Pope County line at 3 o’clock 
teday, lasting for an hour. Large hail stones 
fell in the Village of Morris for over half an 
hour, destroying all window lights on the 
north side of buildings.

The storm ran 
in streaks, and did not go but one 
half.mile north and the same distance 
west, The principal damage to 
crops as faras learned was in the Tgwns of 
Framoas, Swan Lake, Darnen, and south to- 
wards Hancock.

BELIEVE IN THE BILL. 


HOUSE OOMMITTEEMEN FAVOR THE | 
ARBITRATION. BOARD. 


They Make an Exhaustive Report Favor- 
able to Congressman Springer’s Bill 
Creating a National Board=Salary of the 
Officials Is Fixed=J udge “ Nick” Worth- 
ington Goes to Washington and Sees the | 
PPsldentate-Detator Debs Addresses 
a La Crowd of Sym pathizers. : 

Wasuinaton, D.C,. July 30.—|Special.]—A 
favorable repcrt has been made by the House 

Committee on Labor on the bill introduced 


by Congressman Springer July 14 creating a 
National Board for the arbitration of contro- 


versies between employés and their employ- ‘ 


ers. In the course of their report, which is an 
exhaustive document, the committeemen say: 


This bill provides for the appointment of a 
permanent Board of Arbitration .consisting of 
three persons, one. of whom may, in the discre- 
tion of the President, bo the Commissioner of 
Labor for the time being. Term of office is fixed 
at six yeare and’ saiary at $5,000 per annum, 
Appointments shall be made by the President, by 
ona with the advice and consent of the Senate. 
A permanent Board of Arbitrators will be mach 
more effective in the settlement of disputes and 
controversies than would a special board created 
in each case. In 1886 the President of the United 
States sent a message to Congress upon the sub- 
ject of disputes among lahervag menand their 
employers in which, among\ ther things, he rec- 
ommended the creation of a4 permanent board or 
commission which should be charged among its 
duties with the consideration and settlement 
whon possible of all controversies between labor 
and eapital, He favored the appointment of a 
permanent’ board and submitted his reasons 
therefore as follows: 

“A cominission thus organized would have the 
advantage of being a stable body, and its mem- 
bers as they gained experience would constantly 
improve in their ability to deal intelligentiy and 
usefully with the questuons which might be sub- 
mitted to them. If arbitrators are chosen for 
temporary service as each case of dispute arises 
experience and familiarity with much that is in- 
volved in the question will be lacking, extreme 
partisanship and bias will be the qualifications 
sought on either side, and frequent complaints of 
unfatrness and partiality will be inevitabie. The 
imposition upon a ederal court of a duty so for- 
eign to the judicial function as the selection of 
an arbitrator in such cases is at least of doybtful 
propriety. The establishment by Federal au- 
thority of such a bureau would be a just and sen- 
sible recognition of the value of labor and of its 
right to be represented in the dey artments of the 
government. Go, hs 

Existence Is Justifiable. 

So far as its conciliatory offices shall have re- 
lation to disturbances which interfered with 
transit and commerce between the States, its 
existence would be justified under the provisions 
of the Constitution, waich gives to Congress the 
power to “regulate commerce with a 
nasions and among the several States.”’. And in 
the frequent disputes between the laboring. men 
and their employers, of less extent and the con- 
sequences of which are confined within, State 
limits and threaten domestic violence, the inter- 
in of such a commission might be tendered, 


upon the application of the Legislature or Ex- 
ecitive of a State, under the constitutional pro- 
viSion which requires the General Government to 
“ pmotect’’’ each of the States “ against domestic 
violence.”’ If such a commission were fairly or- 


‘ganized the risk of a lopof popular support and 


sympathy reauliting from a refusal to submit toso 
peaceful an instrumentality would constrain both 
parties to such disputea to invoke its interfer- 
ence and abide by its decisions. There would 
also be good reason te hope that the very ex- 
istence of such an agency would invite applica- 
tion to it for advice and counsel, frequently re- 
sulting in the avoidance of contention and mis- 
understanding. eee 

If the usefulness of such a commission is 
doubted because it might lack power to enforce 
its. decisions, much encouragement is derived, 
from the conceded good that has been accom- 
peonee by the Railroad Commissions which have 

een organized in many of the States, which, hav- 
ing little more than advisory power, have exerted 
a most salutary influence in the Settlement of 
disputes between conflicting interests. 

It will be seen the President. recom mended 
to Congress at that time the creation of a 
board with substantially the powers contained 
in the bill reported to the House, having sub- 


stantially the powers which the President rec- + 


ommended shali be conferred upon such a 
board. The bill does not compel arbitration 
where neither party to the controversy is will- 
ing to submit the case for that purpose. 

No new penalties are imposed or new rights 
or privileges granted, but the object of the 
proposed legislation is simply to secure as far 
as possible to every person, however humble, 
a hearing upon the merits of any controversy 
he’ mey have and a summary process and 
means of securing his da, Meo whatever they 

be, under the laws as they may 

The hoard is also authorized 

and required to submit its opinion in all cases 
which may be arbitrated or investigated upon 
tlie merits of the controversy. This power 
and duty of the Board of Arbitration will do 
inore toward settling controversies of this 
kind than will the coercive powers which may 
be resorted to, Public sentiment, when the 
right is known, will always or in most cases 
furnish adequate relief. As arbitration’ itself 
is a conciliatory methoa of -settling con- 
troversies these decisions ana the opinion of 
the Board of Arbitration as to the merits 
of the controversy will in most cases 
prove effectual, Workingmen of the country 
at’ this time are asking and have been 
asking for many years heretofore for the 
establishment of an impartial. Board of Arbi- 
tration of all controversies that may arise be- 
tween them and their employers. They de- 
sire such legislation as Congress may, under 
the Constittition, be able to afford, and when 
such legislation is passed in most cases, if 
not in ail, appeal would be had ,to the Board 
of Arbitration{for its opinion aso the merits 
of the controversy and no strike would: be 
ordered, and it is believed no labor organiza- 
tion would order a strike if the opinion of the 
Board of Arbitration was averse to it. Should 
the board hold that the employés were right 
in their demends,.while there was no legal 
method of assuring them a remedy. and if a 
strike should be ordered under such circum- 
stances it would undoubtedly be «6, 2cessful, 
having been bottomed on the decision of the 
board as to the justice of the course. ‘ 

Judge **‘ Nick”’ E, Worthington was among 
the earliest arrivals at the National Capital 
this morning, and his nameé headed the list of 
guests on the register at the Ebbitt House. 
Just as soon as he-could get rid of the stains 
of travel he hastened over to the Treasury 
Department, where he had an appointment 
with Controller Eckels to go and see the 
President, Both were soon on their way to 
the White House, but the Peoria Judge was a 
trifle early for the President of the United 
States, who had not settled his breakfast 
when his visitors were announcéd. An 
engagement, however, was made for a 
later hour in the afternoon, and this ap- 
pointment was kept by. both principals 
to tue dot, Meanwhile Judge Worthington 
hied himself to the Capitol, where he put in 
considerable time onthe tloor of the House, 
renewing old acquaintances and making new 
friends, He has;alwaysa.been pretty ponular 
among his associates and he was soon the cen- 
ter of dn interested group on the Democratic 
side, while he discussed affairs which had oc- 
curred recently up in his meck ofthe woods. 
Although it was the President's day to him- 
self, and when callers are-turned down at the 
White House.portals; an exgebtion was made 
in favor of Judge Worthington and he put in 
a good part of the afternoon in the Presi- 
dent’s office, -Strike matters and the plan of 
campaign in the ensuing arbitration proceed- 
ings were the principal topics of discussion 
and the President obtained a favorable im- 
pression of tne new Labor Commissioner be- 
fore the conference ended. 

Results of Strikes. 


In his third annual report the Commissioner 
of Labor submitted the result ofan exhaustive 
investigation as to strikes and loeck-outs in the 
United States from 1880 to 1886. There 
were duting the years named, 1881-1886, 
both inelusive. 3,902 strikes in the United 
States, involving 24,304 establishments. and 
132,330 employés, Loss to the strikers for 
the period of six years was $51,814, C1233, and 
to employers for lock-outs $8,157,717, or a 
total of $59,972,440. Loss to employers of 
labor during the same ‘period amounted to 
$34,163,814, and the amount of assistance 
té strikers by voluntary contributions was 
$4,430,505, making a total loss of $98,566,- 
859 in six years. These figures represent the 
actual loss to the parties engaged and do not 
represent the enormous loss, which incident- 
ally came to thecommunities by reason of 
such disturbances. 

The bil! introduced by Representative Lock- 
wood of New York te protect American labor 
by preventing foreigners who retain resi- 
denhces across the Canadian and Mexican bor- 
ders from crossing the line to work has been 
rejected by the House Committee on Immi- 
gration. committee members are so 
hopelessly divided Upon the points at issue.

The crowd increased 
rapidly, aud by the time A. D. Smith of the 
local ‘lodge .of A. RK. U. had fin. 
ished his introductory speech fully 6,000 
people were on grounds, man 
coming from a distance in carriages an 
wagons. Mr, Sinith, introducing the speaker, 
e2aid he had the honor of introducing the 
greatest labor leader the world had ever 
known. Mr. Debs arose immediately, but 
was prevented from speaking for a short time 
by the outburst of cheers which followed, He 
opened his address by complimenting the 
vast audience for its attention. He said the 
present labor trouble was the greatest contest 
ever known between organized labor and or- 
ganized capitai. He paid a high tribute to 
the laboring classes for their mani- 
fested zeal in the present trouble 
and for their persistency in the 
fight for justice. He said: ‘“I.would not rel- 
egate the strike to the limbo of forgotten 
things. Time was when not to strike meant 
to accept degradation. We live under a strik- 
ing government. There is not a star in the 
American flag that does not tell of a strike.

With a southern 
breeze these vapors are carried toavards the 
city. The lake and the cool night air con- 
tract these gases and they sink miles away 
from their source, to envelop houses and the 
inhabitants qith a sickening stench.

TERRIFIC STORM IN NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


Buildings Wrecked, People Drowned, and 
Much General Damage Done. 
Mancuzster, N. H., July 30.—This city 
was cut off entirely from the outside world by 
telegriph and telephone from 5 p. m., yester- 


“day until this morning by the most disastrous 


stegm that has visited this section in years. 
At Lake Massabesic the storfm was accom- 
panied by a cyclone which wrecked buildings, 
blew down large trees. and destroyed much 
valuable property. Shortly before 5 o’ciock, 
when the thermometer registered 100° in the 
shade, the first storm struck. In thirty min- 
utes the mercury dropped 25°. A heavy haze 


‘settled down over the city. The rain fell in 


torrents, and for forty-five minutes lightnin 
played about the taller buildings in the city an 
did muchdamage. Several churches and resi- 
dernces were struck and one house was set on 
fire. At Lake Massabesic twenty summer 
cottages wePe partly wrecked and half that 


number nearly demolished. The end of 


a vig dance hall was blown off and 
the entire.gection, 70x30 feet, was wrecked. 
The rest offthe building Was moved from its 
foundation and much damaged. There were 
scores of pleasure boats on the lake when the 
storm struck. and it is feared thatsome of 
them did not reach shore. Two. small 
steamers were unroofed, another . badly 
wrecked, and halfa dozen smaller boats nearly 
swamped. Numerous barns and outbuildings 
in the vicimity were demolished. At’ 8 
o’clock another shower deluged the city and a 
high wind added to the damage of the after- 
noon, but the destruction of property was not 
so great. At Gofistown during the first storm 
hailstones as large as walnuts feil and light- 
mng did considerable damage. As far as can 
be learned no lives were lost, aithough sev- 
eral persons were severely injured. The de- 
struction was so widespread in this section 
and means‘of communication are so com- 


pletely paralyzed that the full extent of the 


damage may not be known before toinorrow. 

NewMaRKET Junction, N. H., July 30.— 
During a heavy thunder storm on Great Bay 
last evening a small boat containing William

the work of education, wherever it is under- 


taken and under whatever circumstances, is one 
work, There is no necessity of supposing, as 
somv are inclined to suppose, that the time has 
come when there are too many institutions of 
learning or too many institutions of 
learning. That certainly is not the case in this 
country, and whatever may be true of the East- 
erh portion ef the country it is not true of the 
West. If any one fact is certain in the history 
of education itis the fact that men and women 
will go to the institution nearest them and 

if there is no institution within easy reach they 
és not go at all. 

No one can study the constituency of any insti- 
tudon in the country without realizing this 
truth. I think this is ‘clearly shown in the case 
of such institutions as Yale and Harvard. .

The same is true toa larger 
extent of Harvard, and the same is true of all 
institutions and it is truer as the institutions ex- 
amined become smaller. This principle shows 
without question the absolute necessity of many 
colleges, of colleges established in manibers: and 
the numbers cannot be too great, provided they 
have sufficient equipment and maney endow- 
ment with which to do the best work. 


Alliance in Mississippi Valley. 


It is the desire of the university to. see formed 
an alliance of the institutions of this great dis- 
trict of the rapt gy Valley, that we may help 
not only each other, for that will surely. come 
through association, but that we may help for- 
ward this cause which here, of all places in our 
country. is mest needed: and the question we 
have tried to answer at Chicago is,What is it that 
we can contribute toward this work? We have 
been careful to place,the academy.at a distance 
from the university. Wedo not think, whatever 
may be advisabie for other institutions, it wise 
to have the University Academy or preparatary 
schaol in close eonnection with the university. 
We feliove the time will come when the work of 
the freshman and sophomore classes will be car- 

ried on away from the university grounds. 

It will be necessary within a short time—it 1s 
necessary today—that there should be an 
academic college on the West Side of the city, on 
the North, and on the South Side. These shouid 
be located in the City of Chicago begause of the 
underlying principles just stated. Unless these 
colleges are so situated, boys and girls wiil not 
attend them, at least but a few. And so one of 
our aims is to conduct on these grounds only 
higher college work. We have planned from 
beginning to sey, special emphasis upon the 
graduate work. The work of the’ junior and 
senior years is, however, so closely connected 
with graduate work that the two are inseparable. 

The university has believed from the beginning 
that it is possible to save time of students if the 
preparation for college is undertaken at an early 
period and if the university could direct their 
work at an early period. Tne university academy 
is an organic part of the university; Other 
academies in the city -have been afliliated, so 
that the work is donedirectly under the manage- 
ment of the university, We shall never, it seems 
to me, accomplish the best work in the higher 
lines until we have interested ourselves, as some 
othe; institutions have do .e, in the lower work. 
It is the first three or four years of a man’s work 
that counts. Habits are formed in these years, 
and if the work is not of a high character it is 
atmont impossible to change it by subsequent 
work. 

It has been and is our aim to take hold of this 
secondary work and to build up, if possible, a 
model preparatory school, to turn into it an 
amount of money which will employ the best 
teaching talent,the counfry affords, and thereby 
do for the Western country someth that 
academies are doing in the East. 

We have realized that there must be colleges 
in Chicago to take care of the constituency in 
this neighborhood, but we have realized also 
that there is no wnstitution in the West whose 
chief aim has been graduate work, and we “have 
made an effort to enter this field. 

You will notice that we have attempted no work 
in law. medicine, or toonnoteey: because we be- 
lieve the greater need was in the lines not 6f ap- 
sey science but pure science. We believed our 

“first duty was to prepare men and women for col* 
lege work. No one undertakes today to do col- 
lege work without a bachelor’s degree. It al- 
most has come to be true in these days that no 
one teaches in a college of high standing without 
having done a certain amount of graduate work. 
it is as fashionable for men and women to.look 
forward to the degree of Ph. D. or A. M. as it was 


ten or twenty-five years ago to look forward to 


the bachelor’s degree. 
Is a Successful Experiment. 


I need not say we have regarded with much in- 
terest the experiment of the summer quarter. 
We have deciared on every occasion that we re- 
garded it as an experiment. No one knew that 
the experiment would work succesafully. Some 
of tus had great faith in it. Some of us believed 
it would meet with favor. But the experience of 
these four weeks has shown that some 550 men 
and-women from nearly every State in the Union 
have appreciated the reopening of the university 
during the summer quarter and have found it 
possible to gain assistance in this way who other- 
wise would have been deprived of it. ! 

Our desire has been in all this work to help the 
constituency which we believe has not been 
helped by educational undertakings thus far at- 
tempted. Our summer schools, excelient as they 


have been, have la under the s- 
advantage of having no %\librairies or 
laboratories and so may not be com- 


pared to the summer quarter of the university 
which is conducted with the same privileges and 
opportunities as are available during the rest of 
the year. Our graduate attendance has been larger 
Curing the summer quarter than at any other 
season of the year. This fact alone sbows that 
at least one need has been supplied which up to 
this time has never been met. We have en- 
deavored in every part of the organization of the 
university and in our university life to have i# 
mind and work toward only the highest ideals. 
That we have made mistakes we do not doubt, 
but they have been mistakes made in an effort 
to acgomplish the ends sought. We have learned 
a great many things in our short existence and 
all of these have contributed toward our deter- 
mination to hold out for the highest ideal in 
every line of work. Wehave realized our short- 
comings as much as any of our friends or critics. 

We believe it is our duty to come into contact 
with the people and we already feel «he influence 
of our work among them. e know we have 
béen helped quite as much as we have hel in 
the work of disseminating know! through 
university extension. I know of no better way 
to bring a college into larger sympathy with the 
people than by this work in whatever way it may 
be interpreted. I maintain that university men 
and women owe something as an institution to 
the people who are without its walls. Our obli- 
gation s not cease when we give instruction 
to those who come to us; it is our business to go 
beyond just as far asour means and rag <7 Nowe 
ties permit. Todoahigher work not hitherto 
undertaken in this Western country and to ex- 


tend all educational privileges possible to the 


people are the two aims to which our efforts are 
most.earnestly devo

The trading was all on the crop prospects; 
buying erders coming iu from points where 
the drought is still unbroken, and se/ling orders 
“from places which have been favored with rain. 
Fair rains were reported from Lilinois, Missouri, 
and parts of Kansas, but lowa and Nebraska 
have nothing to furnish but the most gloomy 
prospects. The feeling throughout the country 
is indieated by the unusually large receipts of 
‘cattle, sheep, and hogs, which are being cromded

UNDER HEAVY LIQUIDATION. 


Statement Is Reiterated That the Dividend 
Will Not Be Changed, but Traders Do 
Not Believe the Statement=—Cont'inued 
Draft on the Surplus to Pay Dividends 
Wil) Be Regarded as Bad Financial 
Management=More Gold Shipments= 
No Strawboard Agreement. 

The expected reaction in West Chicago 
Street railroad stock does not come, The 
stock has been going straight down for severul 
days without any relief to the monotony of 
the movemént, and yesterday's market clipped 
another large piece off the quotations. The 
stock opened at a decline, the first sale bemg 
at 182, and from that it-went off steadily to 
128. Itelosed at the lowest price for the 
day, and at the close it was offered at 127%, 
with 1271¢ bid. The market was active, as it 
has been fora number of days. Somebody 
has been selling a-great deal of stock, and a 
Breat part of these sales at least have been 
long stock. The bears were buy, 
ers ahd not sellers yesterday. Quota, 
have now . got down .low:sr 
than the bears care to sell stock, although they 
still hold gloomy views about the position of the 
company. The immediate attitude of the mar- 
ket hinges largely on the deplaration of the 
dividend for this quarter. It was sami-officially 
given out last week that the dividend will remain 
at the rate of 9 per cent. That statement was 
again reiterated yesterday. But in spite of this 
announvement, coming indirectlyfrom an official 
of the company, there is much doubt at the Stock 
Exchange as tothe rate being maintained, It 
can be said with authority that earnings so far 
this year have not been at the rate of over 6 per 
cent, anid the outlook forthe remainder of the 
year is.anything but satisfactory, so far as traffic 
is concerned. This leads to the opinion that if 
there is tu be anythipk like conservative financial 
managemént the company ought not to maintain 
a ¥ percent dividend rate at the expense ofa 
surplus, the chgracter of whichis none too defi- 
nitely known. ' : 

The heavy selling orders are a puzzle to the 
market. It looks afifthere was someone with 
advance information who had been letting go of 
a lot of stock. Had it not been fora considerable 
shortinterest that stock could not have been 
marketed with’ anything like the facility which 
has been exhibited. Investors are not -coming 
into the field. The quotation looks tempting 
when compared wiih the dividend rate, but nno- 
certafn when present. traffic und future pfos- 
pects are in mind. The shorte-were practically 
the only buyers yesterday, and their wants must 
have been pretty well satisfied. The whole room 
has turned bearish. They figure tifthe divi- 
dend is reduced after the official announcement 
that it will be maintained the stock will be sure 
to suffer, while if it is not reduced the manage- 
Went will be open to sharp criticism because it is 
not conservative. ; 

The break in West Side stock is attracting at- 
terttion to North Side. That continues to main- 
tain itself chiefly from the fact. that there have 
been no saies to speak of. There wag# one quota- 
tion at 238 yesterday. It is always easy to see 
how much stronger position the North Side oc- 
cupies than the West Side, but at the same time 
the difference in the market quotations for the 
two stocks seems to have grown extraordinarily 
wide. The situation in North Side is a good deal 
the same as it is in City railway; it has ceased 
to be-a speculative stock and no one selis it 
short. So long as there is no long stock brought 
out to speak of ae are well maintained, 
but it is exceedingly doubtful if tho market 
would take 500 shares of either stock with- 
out unopleasant consequences. North Side, 
however, occu pies a better position 
in _some respects than City railway. 
City railway earnings are astonishingly bad, and 
they seem to keep getting worse. They are away 
below the record of 1892, The trouble does not 
come from elevated competition, for Alley road 
earni re showing no improvement whatever. 
Peopl4 sem simply to not have the moncy with 
which to ride. ntil lately there has been much 
contenes that the poor showing of earnings 
which the early partof the year presented would, 
in a measure, be counteracted by improvement in 
the last half of the year. Butthat hope is no 
longer well founded. Earnings not only continue 
as bad.as they have been at any time, but officers 
of the company now admit that they see little 
reason for expecting improvement at, present. 

The settlement price. of West Chicago and of 
Diamond Match was the same yesterday. Dia- 
mond Match, thotgh inactive, holds its own 
pretty well. It advanced from the opening yes- 
terday, the first sale being at 128 and the last 
one 4 point above that. “Lake Street Elevated 
is well held up. Itsold at 18% yesterday, withone 
sale at 18 and the close at 18%. Notwithstand- 
ing this firmness the present traffic of the road 
is exceedingly unsatisfactory. It is weil below 
the record of the earlier months of the year, and 
the bulis on the stock have only the argument of 
the strength of the new cuntrolling interest and 
the advantage of the down-townterminal upon 
which to base their position. All Btock is heavy, 
Earuings are less than ‘hey were a fortnight ago 
by considerable, and there is no evidence that 
the management is making progress in settling 
any of the questions that are vital to the fature 
ofthe road. 

Sterling rates continue firm and there is every 
reason to believe that exports of gold will again ° 
be large this week. There was anengagement of 
$500,000 y.. erday, but there will probably be no 
large shipments before Thursday's steamer. The 
old story can be repeated every day about the 
concern with which business interests look upon 
the Treasury situation, aud the constant fear 
there is'of the possibility of a currency scare, 
which may put the Administration in an awk- 
ward position, to put the case mildly.

TO DISCRIMINATE AGAINST CAICAGO, 


Decision Rendered Yesterday in Favor of 
Seuthern Railroads, 


Judge Lutton of Nashville yesterday morn-' 


ing rendered a décision dissolving the-injunc- 
tion restraining the Southern lines frum 
adopting higher rates than those fixed by the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission from this 
city to points in the South. Commissioner 
Igiehart of thé Chicago Freight Bureau, in 
discussing the deciaion, said: 

* It is only a temporary set-back for us, as 
the case will come up on its merits in Cincin- 
nati, Oct. 1. And anyway it-won’t affect the 
Queen and Crescent, which is in the receiver- 
ship of Judge Taft, who will respect the rul- 
ings of the Inter-State Commission. Our 
bureau is going to make the fight. of its life 
on this question of discrimination against Chi- 
cago by the Southern roads, and if we don’t 
suc in securing the rates ordered by the 
commission it will scarcely be the fault of 
the Executive committee of the bureau, as the 
following resoutions will fuliy-prove: 

WHereAs, May 29. 1894, the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission decided the complaint of 
the Chicago Freight Bureau vs, the L suisville, 
New Aibany and Chicago railroad company et 
al. in favor of the freight bureau, and ordered 
that greatly lower rates from Chicago to South- 
ern points than those complained of be made; 


and, 

WaHereas, Railroad companies threaten to put 
in effect rates higher than the maximum rates 
permitted by the order of the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission. 

Resd'ved, That the officers of the Chicago 
Freight Bureau are hereby authorized to take 
such legal measures, either separately or jointly 
with other mercantile bodis, firms, or individu- 
ais,as will secure to ergy, ar the benefits arising 
from the decision of the Inter-State Cothmerce 
Commission.”

Modifications Proposed. 


It ie known that a great deal of pressure is 
bemg brought to bear on the Democratic 
conferrees of the Senate to report an agree- 
ment with modifications of the three princi- 
pal items, a compromise being suggested to 
the extent of a flat ad valorem rate on sugar 
of 45 per cent, with an extension of the 
bounty to Jan. 1, 1895. free iron 
ore, coal 40 cents a _ ton, with 
reciprocity provision that coal shall be ad- 
mitted free from such countries as grant free 
adinission to coal produced in the United 
States. While this proposition has not been 
submitted with any assertion that it is an ulti- 
matum of the House conferrees, there is a 
great deal of jélk that such a propasitior is 
likely to be /presented. This, it is believed, 
will sec e votes of the Louisiana Sena. 
tors, the two Populists, Alien and Byle, and 
Irby of South Carolina. In that event it would 
take three other Democratic Senators besides 
Hill to defeat the bill, and the House mem- 
bere declare the number cannot be found. 

It is a fact that the situation, turffing as it 
does on these lines, has caused considerable 
uneasiness among the Democrats of the Sen- 
ate, and especially those who are known to be 
steadfast in their demands for “the Senate bill 
in its main features, The reliance of the 
House upon outside pressure, and the Demo- 
cratic sentiment that seems to be rallying 
around the President and the House from the 
country at large, it is claimed, will grow 
stronger from day to day until the Senate 
conferrees will be compeiled to yield. The 
ptestige which the adwninistration obtained in 
the conference over the unconditiona! repeal 
of the silver purchasing law has been pvinted 
ont as being evidence of a determination now, 
which, with solid backing of the Democratic 
leaders in the House, will bring about a simi- 
lar result on the, tariff biil.

Ex-Senator Palmer has been defeated in 
his attempt to secure ean=«eppropriation of 
$20,060 fora meeting of the National Com- 
mission .of the World’s Fair with the intentwn 
of superviding the promulgation of the awards 
as made by John Boyd Thacher. Several 
hearings were granted by the Seriate Commit- 
tee on Appropriations and evidence was taken 
to show the peculiar..manner in which the 
awards had been made. Four specific cases 
were reported to the committee wherein were 
charged rank injustice and favoritism. The 
Anheuser-Busch vase, which is now before t! e 
courts, wad*one of these, and a protest over a 
disputed medal as between two Chicago man- 
ufacturers of toilet preparations’ was another. 
The members of the committee considered 
the matter carefully.

‘* What resolution does the gentieman from 
Maine reter to?’ “A resolution which you 
introduced June 27, 1890,”’ replied Mr. Bou- 
telle, **in which provision was made for the 
recognition by the United States-Government 
of the Republic of Brazil. There is.only one 
word different in the resolution which I have 
sent to the clerk’s desk and that is the substi- 
tution of Hawaii for Brazil.

SAYS THE SMALLPOX WAS CONCEALED. 


Sensational Extracts from Florence Kelly's 
é First Factory Report. 

SPRINGFIELD, I[il., July 30.—[Special.]— 
The first special report of Florence Kelly, 
State Factory Inspector, to Go. Altgeld, 
under date of July 1, 1894, came from the 
printer today. The report is sensational, and 
ig devoted to smallpox in the tenement-house 
sweat shops of Chicago. It is said there are 
in Chicago between 950 and 1,000 licensea 
shops and 25.000 othér rooms in which gar- 
mente are manufactured. In the course of 
the reportWiss Kelly says: 

In April it became clear that while there was 
an eccasional case of smalipox among the Swed- 
ish tailors on the North Side, the disease was 
overwhelmingly epidemic in the Polish and Bo- 
hemian district, extending from Sixteenth street 
south to the river and from May street westward 
to the city limits. Here we have found 278 dif: 
ferent tenement houses infected, and- the disease 
is still prevalent in this district. 

The report. contains in detail the report of 
the inspection of a large number of ‘sweat 
shops in which the presence of smallpox was 
discovered. It concludes with the following 
concerning concealments by the City "Board 
of Health: 

After June40 the Board of Health adopted an 
avowed policy of concealment. From this time 
the lists Qf. new cases which ha fore been im- 
perféct froma lack of system d responsible 
bookkeeping were rendered absolutely worthless 
by order of the Commissioner of Health. District 
physicians were notified to give out no more in- 
formation, and the City Hall lists were reduced 
to two cases per day. . Through- 
out the epidemic there has been no mor- 
tality record_by days or weeks from which we 
might have formed at least an estimate of the 
varying degree of danger. -Admissions and dis- 
charges at the pesthouses are known only to the 
sister in clarge ofthem and the daily number 
has at no\t#me been obtainable from the Health 
Departm The yellow card which would be 
of thest ble use to us. if posted and kept in 
place | upon as 
prescribed. ‘by the city ordinance, has 
been tacked upon rear sheds and in 
hallways, upon inside doors, up three flights of 
stagrs, and in many cases has never been posted 
atall. Cards have been torn down in scores of 
cases, but not one prosecution has been insti- 
tuted by the Board of Health for this serious 
offense against the public safety. Trade has 
been carried on in groceries, ilk depots, 
cigar shops, and drug stores, while the warning 
card was either gone altogether or carefully con- 
cealed in an upper “_ ora rear yard, and cus- 
tomers, ignorant of their danger, visited the 
infected premises as usual. From this con- 
nivance of the local officials at the infamy 
of landlords and shopkeepers, the State Inspec- 
tors have suffered with the rest of the community, 
finding cases too Jate to take any effective meas- 
ures for the enforcement’ of the taw, and often 
failing altogether to learn of the, presence of 
smallpox until weeks after the burial of the 
patient...And this in spite of faithful daily 
searching ta the infectious ctistrict.

FLAWS IN THE-PLAN. 


SOHEME AFFECTING OREMIOAL BANK 
“ atee neers sane . 

Controller Eckels Says thé Proposition of 

the Attorney for Farsen, Leach & Co. 


Is Not Equitable, and Is a Speculation 
Which He Would Not Be Justified in. 
, 


Approving = Benefits to the Concern 


Named Would Be Disproportionate to 
the Services Rendered. | 

Wasurveton, D. C., July 30.—{Special.]— 
Controlier Eckels has transmitted to Messrs. 
Gary, Barnes, Lamson, and Nathan, repre- 
senting the sharehoiders of the Chemical Na- 
tional Bank of Chicago, a letter in which -he 
states his objections to the plan submitted 
by Millard R, Powers, attorney for Farson, 
Leach & Co., tu take the assets of the bank 
now remaining in the hands of the receiver 
and pay all its obligations, under an agree- 
ment tobe repaid the money advanced by 
them, with 6 per cent interest, and 40 per 
cent of the balance collected by them. These 
objections he bases upon the fact that there is 
no warrant in law for so doing; and that out- 
side of the legal phase of it it is a scheme 
of speculation which the Controller. would 
not be justified in going into. The 
proposition originated © entirely* with the 
attorney for Messrs. Farson. Leach & Co., 
and is sanctioned by those holding but a little 
over 6,000 out of 10,000shares. Of these 


‘6,000 the holders of more than 1,400 are 


debtors ‘to the bank. From Mr. Powers Mr. 
Eckels learned the plan submitted was of. his 
own conception and that it was expected the 
assets of the bank will be worth.10 cents on 
the dollar. Asa matter of fact the stock will 
be worth probably -20 cents. Upon objection 
being made to Mr. Powers that the agreement 
was an unfair one to the shareholders, it was 
contended that the duty of the Controller had 
nothing to do with’ protecting the sharehold- 
ers, and that when a majority of the share- 
holders had signed a paper he was precluded 
from undertaking to protect the wh ot of the 
minority. : 
Services Disproportionate to Receipts. 


Under the terms of the agreement the 
amount of money which ‘would be paid to 
Messrs. Farson, Leach & Co., the Controller 
holds, is wholly dispruportionate to any 
services they can now render, and greatly in 
excess of any éxpense that can possibly at 
tach to the inethod contemplated under the 
law of winding up the estate of the bank, 
payment oft 6 per cent interest on the amount 
to be advan would be the payment of 1 per 
cent more interést than a large proportion of 
the indebtédness of the bank now draws. On 
the other hand the payment of $40,000 to 
Farson, Leach & Co., together with the 6 per 
cent interest on that’ which they advance for 
collecting the balance due the creditors, and 
the additional 10 cents, which it is claimed 
the stock will be worth, is far from expensive 
and many per cent higher than under the 
present receivership. If the stock is worth 20 
per cent the amount to be paid Farson, Leach 
& Co., besides the interest, would be $80,000, 
a percentage of expense seldom known under 
4eeTnost expensive receivership, The Con- 
troller says: 

** It has been represented to many of the 
shareholders that the expense attendant upon 
the handling of this trust is exorbitant, but 
the reverse is true, as will be seen by the fol- 
lowing statement: The total percentage of 
expense of handling this trust has been but 
2.44 of the moneys collected; or, calculating 
upon the total amount of liabilities canceled, 
but 2:03 per cent. ‘This percentage of cost 
is leas than thie percentage of cost of any re- 
ceivership ‘involving the collection of over 
$1,000,000 of assets, with the exception of 
two, since tite establishment of the national 
banking system. The average percentage of 
cost of all receiverships since rom mence- 
ment of the system is a small fraction less 
than 8 per cent. .

Controller Eckels aso says: ‘* The embar- 
rassment that has arisen in winding up the af- 
faira gt this bank outside of the financial em- 
barrassment of the year, rests in the fact that 
out of $1,900,000 of loans and discounts 
coming into the hands of the receiver more 
than $1,050,000 had been loaned to share- 
holders of the bank representing less than 
one-third of the stock, and that more than ' 
$600,000 of that amount remained unpaid 
the 80th of June of this year. No word of 
coinplaint has ever reached the office from 
any creditor of the Chemical National Bank 
as to any delay in receiving dividends from 
the bank.

Deadly Small Caliber Rifies.

Satterlee gave the sol- 
diers an exhibition of the powers of the terrible 
weapon. At l00yards the rifle sent a bullet 
through an oak tree 24 inches iu diameter, 
the bullet plowed the earth beyond. At the same 
distance bullets were sent through a pine nearly 
30 inches in diameter, and a ‘piece of ‘seasoned 
hard wood nearly 20 inches thick. These facts 
indicate that if the soldiers/take such weapons 
with them to quell the next riot the city in w ich 
the riot occurs will be a idedly unhealthy 
lace to livein while the shooting is going on.

when the troops have rioters todeal with they be 
iven double-barreled shotguns and cartridges 
ded with buckshot.—Savaunnah News.

and of aneminently intelligent character. The 
English press was also a close observer of the in- 
dustrial disturbances which centered about Chi- 
cago. { was much interested to note how care- 
fuliy these matters were discussed editorially. 
Of course there was a mixture of sadness and 
mortification that America should present such 
a spectacle to the worid, but it was most grati- 
fying to perceive that the leading editorial sheets 
were careful to treat the whole affair judicially 
and pointed out that these disturbances were 
not, as some superficial writers would have the.

The “‘ fight between capital and labor” is a 
misnomer. When labor fights occur they are 
between those who labor with their brains 
and manage the industry and assume the 
chance of loss as wellasof gain while using 
the capital of others which they hire, and the 
men who labor with their hands, taking sure 
weekly or monthly wages for their exertions 
and assuming none of the risks of less or fail- 
ure of the business. 


ENTERPRISE AND LABOR. 

The oft-vised expression, ‘‘antagonism be- 
tween capital and labor,” is a badly misiead- 
ing one and has done a great dea} of harm by 
fostering notions which are not correct. It 
tends to convey the idea that there isa con- 
test between living men and dead matter, 
that one of the parties to the struggle being 
only a chattel is not so important as the liv- 
ing, breathing “ homo," and therefore that 
its rights are less gavred than his, that the 


‘man is justified in crowding the mere material 


to one side and making it subservient to his 
interests, no matter who may be the owner 
of the said capital. The fact-is, that the con- 
testants on both sides are men and the money 
or its equivalent “credit, which constitutes 
capital, is only a means to ah end. * Capital 
is actively used by enterprise to employ labor. 
The antagonism, when it exists, is between 
Exterpr’se and Labor, between brain ability 
and musouiar effort, the capital used being 
introduced for the purpose of ages 
latter effective, for without it labor canno 

set at work, 

The enterprising class includes the venture- 
some, hopeful, nervy, speculative -men who 
introduce, found, and carry on a productive 
business. They are the nien .who have, or 
think they have, the intellectual capacity to 
hire or to buy the best labor-saving appli- 
ances and machinery, to select good. locations 
for carrying on a chosen ling of business, to 
purciiase material, to hire the men required 
to convert that material into forms better 
adapted to the wants of consumers, and -for 
the property thus rendered more valuable to 


find in the country or wide world a market at 


prices sufficiently: remunerativ» to enable En- 
terprise to pay all the cost of material and 
expenses of transportatiog and conversion 
and have left for itself-a profit to pay for its 
thoughts, exertions, care, ability, and risk. 
That is the motive which incites enterprising 
mento undertake t industrial work. If 
they could not see a Yeasonable prospect of 
profit to repay them for their mental exer- 
tion, trouble, toil,-and risk they never would 
undertake it. The operation is conducted by 
Enterprise, a term which in this sense in- 


and his process. This man has the use of 
capital, some of it his own, the rest hired or 
as stock, but it must be remembered: that 
without the man.of brains and nerve the capi- 
tal would not be employed and no wotkman 
would be hired and no wages paid, and the in- 
dustry would not be carried -on. 

The capital thus put in use is the profit and 
saving of past labor that has been conducted 
by Enterprise. It is owned by somebody who 
is- willing to take rent for its use without him- 
self actively supervising the process or taking 
part in the industrial labor. If a man uses 
his own money, land. buildings, raw immaterial, 
or machinery in productive processes it is 
part of his Enterprise. (If he borrows from 
another the use of part or all of th®ge he bar- 


agrees to pay rent or interest, expecting to 
do so out of the profits of the business. He 
does not hire the cepitalist, but hires the 
property or money of the capitalist. > 
Hence in a strike, lockout. boycott, or other 
industriai disturbance the strife or struggle is 
not between “capital and.labor.’’ The cap!- 
talist is not lifting a finger, unless as he some- 
times may occupy the position of a stock- 
holder threatened with loss of some of his 
capital. The contest is left to the men of en- 
terprise and the men whom. they have higed 
at commercial wages to assist in certain 
processes of reproduction or transportation. 
Neither the banker who handles enterprise 
money nor the owner of the deposite which are 
loaned out by the banker. goes to workin the 
shops, bosses the mer, or attends-to market- 
ing the product. The real combat is there- 
fdre betweeéh the mén with brains who bor- 
row the capital and the men with muscle who 
are hired to work up the raw materiais by the 
aid of machinery into more valuable forms. 
If the workers cripple or break down, the 
enterprising man who employs them by the 
aid of borrowed capitalin what way do they 
benefit themrelves by killing his business? _ If 
the enterprising man whose brains have di- 
rected their efforts becomes discouraged, even 
without. being badly crippled, he ie over 
the capital on hand to the cgp italist, from 
whom he hired it, discharges:'the men who 
have stu&ick against him, and steps back into 
inactivity. If he has losta part of the capi- 
tal before giving up to thestrikers he hands 
over the temainder to those to whoffl it be- 
longs, the machinery, buildings, and land 
become unproductive, the concern is* closea 
up, and the 500 or 1,000 men who had 
been getting wages from the man with enter- 
prising brains are turned adrift having 
knocked themselves out of their jobs by their 
folly. .They have killed. the industry by crip- 
pling or killing off the genius and enterprise 
. that had conducted it. 
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REWARDING THE CONSULATE DE-

But the difference between St. Paul and 
Deba is that the former repented sincerely of 
what he tiad done. while in the bonds of in- 
iquits: while Debs does not show the slightest 
signs of repentance for his violations,of the 
law. He talks like those Confederates who 
say they never will lift a finger against the 
government again, but who insist that their 
* lost cause” was just, when they were trying 
to destroy the Union, and that they would 
have. succeeded if it had not been for “ for- 
eign.mercenaries”’ who fought in Lincoln’s 
armies or pomeeming of as sort. xs

THE BEST ‘WAY TO USE FUEL, 

Mr. B.H. Thwaite, an Euglish engineer, 
offers a plan for supplying light, heat, and 
power to large cities at much less than pres- 
ent cost, and withoug any of the smoke, dirt, 
and other inconveniences which attend the 
making of steam at the place where the power 
is used: The utilization of the force. in the 
water of Niagara Falls by surrounding cities 
cannot be extended all over the country, but 
it furnishes the central idea of the new plan, 
which is to generate gas or electricity, or 


coal is taken. The power instead of the fuel 
is to be transmitted to consumers far and 


about one-third of the cost under present ar- 
rangements. 

It is claimed that by the use of gas engines 
at the mines atleast three times as great en 
efficiency can be obtained as by the making 
of steam in the old fashioned way. . The pow- 
eris to be. transmitted to other places in 
electric currents. Theoss in such transmis- 
sion depends upén the distance, but’ electric 
force now cab be carried along way with a 
loss of not more than 20 per cent, while the 
transportation of coal over the same dis- 
tances costs a large part ofthe value of the 
fuel to the ultimate consumer. So two im- 
portant savings are promised. First a.great 
econoniy in the consymption of the fuel it- 
self, by using a big percentage that is wasted 
by ordinary processes of combustion, and sec- 
ond again by transmitting the power only 
instead of the raw material from which it is 
obtained. 

The adoption of the scheme not only would 
gave the cost of carrying ashes, cinders, and 
“much of the materia) that now goes up the 
chimney in the form of smoke, but would rid 
among which most of the 
power was used of a’vast amount of annoy- 
ancé. The cheapness of the supply should 
make it to the advantage of the private con- 
sumer as wellas the more public one to use 
the power from the mines. Then there would 
be a complete absence of smoke in the cities.

American 
tourists in Europe, or sent after them to pay 
their expenses abroad; and that the very low 
pricefnow obtainable a our exportable prod- 
ucts greatly lessens the “balance of trade in our 
favorin the absence of a correspondingly increased 
demand by foreigners. 

Then there is a very important fact which the 
correspondent seems to have overlooked— 
namely: that owing to the- tariff tinkering . and 
vacillating attitude of Congress the revenues of 
the government for the last fiscal year were 
nearly 100 million dollars less than its outlay. 
The Treasury received 58 millions for the sale of 
bonds, but l4@s than two-thirds of that was in 
gold, and the difference, with the other 30 mill- 
ions of deficiency, has been taken from the Treas- 
ury to pay the current expenses of the govern- 
ment—thus cutting down its resources. The re- 
ceipts from whisky in July caused a temporary 
halt in the long continued monthly deficiencies, 
but the newspapers no more are responsible for 
that whisky tax money than they were for the 
great loss of revenue which accompanies Demo- 
cratic efforts at cutting down protection,

According to the report of the Commissioner 
of Labor the actual! losses caused by- strikes and 
lockouts in the United States.from 1889 to 1886, 
inclusive, were as fotlows: Loss of wages to em- 
ployés, $59.972,44@ ; loss of profits to employers, 
$34,162,814; assistance furnished strikers, $4,- 
430,559; which makes a total of $98,566,813 for 
six years, or an average of nearly $16,500.- 
000 every year, and this. does not include inci- 
dental losses to those involved in the strikes. or 
the loss suffered-by the community in which h they 
occur. These cannot be calculated.

Manner Similar to That Used on the 
Elevated Roads—Passengers Will Step 
from FPiatforms te the Cars Without 
Climbing Steps=<Park Policeman Ar-

_ Improvements now betig made by the Ili- 
nois Centrai may lead to a material shorten- 
ing of the/time on.itssuburban service. Just 
how muchithe schedule can be shortened is 
not known yet, but the officials of the com- 
pany are certain of reduction. This is to be 
brought about by changing the system of en- 
termig™the suburban cars from steps to ele- 
Wated platiorms. The work has been planned 
for some tine, and now workmen have begun 
building the platforms.. The change will 
affect the service from Randolph .. sfrect 
to. Grand Crossing on one Mine, and 
on the (‘South Chicago branch from 
Randolph street to Sixty-seventh street. 
At the saime time the express trains will 
be run igto the Randolph street station, 
-continuing to make stops at Van Buren street. 
interlocking switches have been laid 
south of Van Buren street , for the purpose of 
carrying the express trains from the outside 
tracks to the suburban tracks. When the ex- 
press trains begin running over this route the 
necessity for the viaduct will bedone away 
with and passengers will reach the trains 
without climbing over bridgés. Just \youth 
of Van Beren street the express trains will 
enter the two suburban ‘tracks and run on 
them to Randolph street. On the south- 
bound trip they will diverge again to the fast 
express tracks south to Grand Crossing. It 
is not contemplated that any additional stops 
will be made over the. present schedule. The 
first stop/will.be at Fifty-third street, the 
schedule remaining the same south of that 

point.p | 

The idea of builaing piatforms and leading 
passengets on the ca without the interven- 
tion of steps was originally suggested by the 
successful .operation. of the World’s Fair 
trains. Another motive leading to the change 
was the constant danger of people being in- 
jured bythe present pian. As it is now, pas- 
sengeérs continue to chase the trains after they 
have started from the station. There is al- 
ways likelihood of accident and damage suits. 
With a system of platforms and the adoption 
of gates to the cars, such as are used on the 
élevated trains, it will be impossibie to climb 
aboard the train after it has started. Still 
another reason for making the change was an 
effort toreduce running time. With pas*engets 
on the platform and,ready to board the train 
the latter can be filled up much more quickly 
than when several steps are to“be climbed. 
It‘*frequently happers that aged or infirm 
xeople must be assisted and children must be 
helped en or off. This leads'to delays which 
will be overcome with the elevated platforms,

Thus there are known dens of wolves 
which would be the better for a little brick 
and mortar applied to the entrancé, but which 
remain in the undisputed possession of the 
enenty of mdnkina, either fron?-religious 
dread or from the fear the inhabitants 
have of turning the rage of the wolves against 
themselves. as the cunning beasts — avoid 
molesting the immediate neighborhood, 
carrying on their raids at a distance. Even 
they point out to you here and there where a 
new brood was born and bred into man-eaters 
without any attempt having been made to 
destroy or dislodge them. Thongh the 
mandarins offer a reward for the head -of a 
wolf, there is rarely a response, and that acci- 
dentally when, for instance. a wolf. lured by 
the’ bait laid for a fox has tempted the gun of 
the huntsray. A fox skin fetches more, and 
a government reward is likely.to be -con-

The grand jury, having been further informed

In this connection the ‘grand Gury cannot too 
strongly express its condemnation of the manner 
and methods of a so-called aszistant of tie 
State’s Attorney by name of Lynch. We feel that 
this individual not only is incompetent, but he is 
decidedly objectionable and unfit for the exami- 
nation of respectable wituesses. He should be 
summarily discharzred from the State’s-Attor- 
ney’s office. mM 

Also in this connection we cannot refrain from 
a hearty commendation of the painstaking earn- 
est service ci John M. Hamiiton, an attaché of 
the Sheriff's office. .

The asylum is-overcrowded, and 
the County Board should endeavor to obtain in- 
creased accommodations. 

This grand jury has from the docket fourid 201 
true bills, 217 no bills, and has passed nine cases 
to the next grand jury. It has upon complaints 
found forty-four true bills and fourno bills, mak- 
ing a total of 475 cases disposed of.

- Figures Show.Great Growth in Population 
‘and Property Valuati«cns. 

There are twélve Portuguese and 1,567,645 
other folks in Chicago. So the Portuguese ele- 
ment is hardly worth looking after. In: fact, 
it just barely managed to squeeze into Com- 
piler Graham's school] census report. All the 
rest of Mr. tiraham’s figures are large. 

The full report of the echool census was 

issued yesterday. It makes a neat pamphlet 
of twenty-four pages and every page is full of 
figures. The most of these figutes have al- 
ready been printed; that the population of 
Chicago, as determined by this cen- 
‘sus of 1894, is 1,567,657: has been 
known for a long time. That is. an 
increase .of 129,647 over the figures of 
1892, taken while Hempstead Washburne was 
Mayor. Since 1837, when the first census 
was taken, the increase has been really quite 
large. There were 4,170 people in Chicago 
at the time of the census of 1837. 

The 1.500.000 people ofithe- city are worth 
$245,790,351. according to the valuation 


this vaiuation of property $189,299,120 is 
put down under the heac of real estate and 
$56,491,231 under personal property. The 
tax levy or 1803 was $11,810,969. . That 
is something more than $1,000,000 greater 
than the total valuation of the city in 1852. 

These are some of the. totals shown by the 
cenfus. In its details the report shows many 
things of interest. There is finst atab'e ar- 
ranged by wards showing the total population, 
together with the number wader 21, 14, 6, 
and 4 years of age; also the totals of foreign 
and native born childrén, -Mongolians and 
and negroes. The educational statistics are 
given with especial minuted bes They sho w 
the number‘of children under 16 who are 
obliged’to stay away from schooland are 
kept at work; the number between 7 

‘and 14 who donot attend any schools: 
the total illiterates, deaf, dumb, and 
blind, the nationalities by towns and wards, 
the nationalities of voters. The increases of 
population since 1837 are shown, and also 
the population by divisions from 1853 to 
1894. There is also a long detailed report of 
the schools of the. city- other than public 
schools, their locations, numbers, and sexes 
of teachers and pupils. ¢* 

Some of the educational statistics are not 
pleasant to look upon. There are 12,567 
youngsters under the age of 16 in this town 
who cannot go to school because they are 
obliged to wotk—7.291 of them are boys and 
5,276 are girls. There are 1081 in the Six- 
teenth Ward, more than anywhere else,—Al- 
together, the West Division contains 
7,170 of these children, There \ are 
2.985 persons! between. the agé¥™ of 
12 and«21 who cannot read and 3,155 who 
cannot write. “ Forty-three thousand five hun- 
dred and forty-six children attend private or 
parochial schoois im preference to the public 
schools. In al) the wards there ‘are 81,973 
children of foreign birth and 633,647 of na- 
tive birth. | Altogether 715,620 childrgn— 
nearly half the population. ‘That is why the 
residence streets out on the West Side are so 

| noisy and so lively of a fie summer evening. 
The West Side itself can turn out over 340,- 
000 children any day that it doesn’t rain. 

There are twenty-cight different nations rep- 
résented in ‘the list of Chicago citizenship, 
not counting 24,889 black folks who are put

CARES FOR THE CITY. 


LAKE STREET ELEVATED ORDINANOE 
AMENDED BY THE MAYOR. 


His Honor, Instead of Vetoing the Meas- 
ure, Offers Some Sugcestions, Which 
Are Adopted=Ald. Madden Scores the: 
Ratlroad Company, Accusing It of Not 
Acting in Good Faith in the Premises 
Ald. O’Neill @f the Thirty-fourth. 
Ward Stands by Madden. 


Instead. of vetoing the ordinance of the 
Lake Street Elevated railroad company, 
passed hy the Council at an adjourned meet- 
ing Friday, the time necessary for exercising 
the veto power not having elapsed, Mayor 
Hopkins sent a message. tu the Council ' last 
night suggesting a number of amendments. 
Theze amendments, which were adopted, 
make the provisions of the ordinance prac- 
tically the same as those of the measure for 
which it was substituted, and coasequently 
protect the interests of the city to a greater 


extent. The message was as follows: 

Gentlemen: At the adjourned meeting of your 
honorable body Friday, July 27. an ordinance 
was passed granting to the Lake Street Elevated 
railroad company the right to construct an ele- 
vated railway on Lake street from Market street . 
to Wabash avenuo. Oaly three days have elapsed 
since the passage of said ordinance; the time 
has, therefore, not arrived for the exercise of the 
veto power vested in meq This communication 
is, therefore. not to be considered as a veto 
message. The fact, however, that this 
is the dast necting of the Council 
prior to its adjournment for the summer 
vacation, and the further fact that unless my ob- 
jections to the ordinance are removed by proper 
amendmeuts I would have no opportunity of 
making the same known to you until you rec »n- 
venue Sept, 24, daring all of which time the ordi- 
nance would not take effect, have prompted me 
to address this seemingly premature communica- 
tion to you. To meet my appreval the ordinance 
should be amended in the following particulars: 

First—A provision should be iuserted to the 
effect that the company should not proceed with 
the work of construction ce upon a permit 
from the Commissioner of Public Works, and 
such permit should be issued only on condition 
that the company deposit with the City Treasur- 
er a sum sufficient to insure the restoration of 
the streets to their normal condition. 

Second—The plans and specifications of the 
depots, platforms, and stairs should be sabject 
tw the approval of the ,Commissiouer of Public 
Works. + ‘ 

Third—The company should also be required 
to give notice to the Corporation Counsel of the 
institution of any- legal proceed whereby the 
construction of the road. might be delayed. 

Fourth—The ordinance provides that the pay- 
ment of an annual license fee of $50 per car shall 
exempt the company from the payment of all 
other licenses as well as from the payment of all 
taxes, assessments, rates, gr charges to be made 
by the @ity cf Chicago. The provision referred 
to is drafted in such a manner. that it would ap- 

ly toall thelines of elevated railway of the 

wake Street Elevated Railroad company. Sure- 
ly the City Council could not have intended the 
effect which this provision is likely to be given 
shoul’ the company, urge the same in the future. 
This provision would have the effect of exempt- 
ing the company from the payment of all taxes 
to the City § of shieago upon _ the 
assessed value~- of its property of every 
déscription. It.might also have the effect of ex- 
empting the company from the payment of the 
mileage rate for use of the streets, being $4,000 
»er mile for the eastern extension, beginning at 
‘anal street, and $900 per mile for the western 
extension. beginning at Crawford avenue;-which 
are provided to} be paid by said company on and 
after May 1, 18804, by the provisions of Sec. 9 of 
the second ordinance of Nov, 24, 1890, passed in 
favor of said company (Page1,157 of the Council 
proceedings for that year). I am sure the Coun- 
cil did not consciously provide for exemptions so 
unfair and unjust tothe city. The provision re- 
ferred te should be eliminated. 

Fifth—The provision regarding the bond to be 
given by the company should be so amended as 
to require the bond to constitute a continuing 
liability, notwithstanding the recovery of any 
judgment upon the same. 

Sixth—Sec. 16 of the ordinance provides for a 
repeal of Sec. 22 of the first érdinance of Nov. 
24, 1890, and also of Sec. 25 of the second ordi- 
nance of the same date passed in favor of said 
company. As the ordinance was passed last Fri- 
day withuut being previously published, it has 
probably escaped the attention of the honorable 
members of the Council that the sections of the 
ordinance of Nov. 24, 1800, which arethus re- 
pealed, contain the provision that‘at the end of 
twenty-five (25) years after the passage of the 
ordinance the City of Chitago should 
have. the. right to purchase the elevat- 
ed railway structures and the prop- 
erty and equipments of said company at an 
appraised valne to be_ fix by arbitration. 
When the time comes forthe exercise of this 
privilege by the City of Chicago it might turn 
out to be of immense value, to the community. 
Why should the city voluntarily deprive itself of 
this option which cannot be exerciggd before the 
exviration of the next twenty-one years? 

Seventh—At the end of Sec. 16. the ordinance 
provides for the approval of certain | routes as 
filed with the Commissioner of Public Works. I 
think the matter ought to be left with the Com- 
missioner of Public Works. whose duty it is to 
examine and approve those routes. in the natare 
of things the Council cannot make suchan ex- 
amination as would justify it in expressing such 
an approval without a report from the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works. 

Discussion Is Heated. 


®s soon. as the clerk had read the message 
Ald. Powers, the father of the substitute, 
moved a reconsideration of the vote by which 
the ordinances was passed. This was carried, 
He then moveti the adoptidn of the amend- 
ments, and to this motion Ald. Madden spoke. 
He threw considerable fire into his speech 
and accused the railroad company of not act- 
ing in good faith, and denounced the manner 
in which the ordinance was passed. He said 
he regretted having voted for the ordinance, 
and would not have done so had he clearty= 
understood its provisions, but emphatically 
declared he would\ never vote for another 
substitute measure, no .matter whether 
it was deserving or not. He - maintained 
if an ordinance was a meritorious meagure it 
would not hurt it to have it published, ‘** Thts 
company has not acted in good faith,” he 
continued? **It has sought to pass an ordi-. 
nance’ which annuls an ordinance previously 
passed, and in~the new ordinance it seeks to 
take advantage of the city. ‘This simply shows 
these men would not stop atanything, I am 
against anything they want.” 

Ald, Powers said he was astonished at the 
Fourth Ward Alderman and attributed his 
reinarks to jealousy, saying no jealousy should 
be aroused because the Mayor had offered 
some amendments. a 

Ald. Madden replied that he was not jeal- 
ous, but said he was ashamed he had voted 
fur the ordinance. ‘* I say to you this meas- 
ure ought not to pass.”’ ‘ 

Ald. O'Neill of: the Thirty-fourth Ward said 
he was in much the same box as the Alder- | 
man from the Fourth Ward. He was sorry 
the company had tried to take advantage of 
the city, and he addedhe would never vote 
for a substitute again. :

NORTH SIDE WATER SUPPLY SHORT. 


City Engineer Explains Why and Asks 
That the Wastage Be Stopped. | 

North Side residents are complaining bit- 
terly iof the shortage of the -water supply. For 
severnl| days the water pressure has not been 
strong enough to send’ a supply to the second 
stories of the dwellings. The Water Office is 
being deluged with complaints, but City En- 
gineer Artingstail fails to offer any hope of 
reliei, ** Peopie who are inconVeniencéd de- 
cline’ to listen to any explanation,”’ said Mr, 
Afttingstall yesterday. ‘It is true that the 
north end of the city proper and the south 
end of Lake View are suffering from an in- 
sufficient supply, but it is not the fault 
of the pumping § stations. When the 
present sixteen-inch water main was 
laid along Racine avenue it was 
tho plenty large enough to feed the ter- 
ritory. ‘heir main takes water from the 
Irving Park. boulevard station. The city, 
however, has grown so large and the drain on 
the Bacine avenue maiu has become so heavy 
thafthe pressure is almost exhausi-d long be- 
fore it reaches the limits. People in the 
vicinity of the pumping works let the water 
run in their houses to keep it coel and the 
law teguiating iawn sprinkling aiso is not 
obeyed. Citizers should not use the water 


. for lawn purposes after the specified hours— 


from 6 to8a.m.and6to8 p.m. The Chi- 
cagoj/avenue pumping station is also working 
at full capacity, but the territory is too large 
to be suppiied when the demand is heavy. The 
city is pumping each day 140 gallons for 
each; and every inhabitant, but the manu- 


factories and wasteful people dispose of the

On the Czar’s|carriage and retinue entering 
the am, Ena postilions, previously instructed 
by the Wurtemberg officials, drove straight to 
the palace, and there, standing at the main 
entrance, was the sovereign, fat,-.burly, and 
jovial, arrayed in the traditional costume of a 
boniface, with ‘white apron and cap, etc., 
while the various princesses, princesy nobles. 
and dignitaries.of his court were costumed as 
waiters and waitresses, ostlers, and other serv- 
ants. Peter the Great, greatly amused by 
this witty and kindly manner of humoring 
his-wishes, entered thoroughly into the spirit 
of the joke, which was kept up until the fol. 
owing Sar when he proceeded on his jour- 
ney.

Bhe Digest gives gn account of some experi- 
ments on the effect of alternating electric cur 
rents on animal organisms, described in a paper 
read before a recent medical congress at Rome, 
Italy, and which corroborate the views of 
D’Asonval, referred to revently.

Hence it comes that in Montana and Wash- 
ington 21 is the earliest martying age for a 
man and 18 fer a wemah, while in Néw 
‘Jersey or Connecticut the ages are respect- 
ively 14 and A2. All that a schooiboy in 
Washington, therefore, has todo in order to 
wed a schoolgirl friend is,to induce. her to lay 
her skipping rope aside for a4 time and fly 
with him over the border into a more cotm- 
plaisant State. 

In the matter of charges and fees there is a 
delightful lack of unauimity among civilized 
nations. In Sweden and Norway, for exatn ple, 
time and place are quite optional, weddings in 
church being exceptional,. and. you are mot 
bound to give the officiating clergyman any 
fee whatever. In Switzerland the only fee is 
one to cover. expense of publication of notice 
of marriage in a local newspaper and re 
tration; and you can be married at. any hour 
you please, In Greece a Bishon’s license 
costs three drachmas, or half a créwn, i 
the registration five drachmas. * In Beigium 
they make a little charge for a ‘“ marriage 
painphlet’’ presented to the parties, and fr 
stamps, but even these are dispensed with if 
the parties make a declaration of poverty. 

-On the subject of the grounds of divorce 
very great divergences ogcur between thelaws 
of different nations. If France, to call a 
wife **canaille”’ before her children justifies 
a decree of divorce, as also does a wife’s” ré-' 
fusal to obey her husband when it is a qués-: 
tion of a theatrical engagement.” A husband 
can also be divorced for: ill- thenstune his 
mother-in-law or his step-children. In spite 
of the proverb about advan of com- 
mencing matrimony with a little aversion, it 
is the law in Germany that.“ insuperable aver- 
siou’’ may become a ground of divorce if both 
parties consent and there are no children. 
Roumania distinguishes itself by an enact- 
ment that a divorce can be pronounced if the 
tribunals are satisfied that ‘‘ existence in com- 
mon is impossibie.’”’ In Massachusetts “and 
Mississippi ‘the habitual use of opium or like 
drug ’’ is held a sufficient excuse for untying 
the marriage knot; and in some States, as -‘ 
West Virginia, marriage will be annulled if 
one of the parties is a negro and. the other a: 
white person. As to the cost of divorce, the 
cheapest and simplest Kind in the States costs 
about $100; in Germany it varies from,£7 
10s up to £45; In Russia, Consis l 
Courts pronounce in divorce cases, and _ 
expense is great. Saxony’s modest figure is 
from £2 10s up to £5. 

There are other remarkable regulations 
disclosed in the reports. furnished to our 
government, Thus, in Portugal, “it is 
the duty of a married woman to accompany 
her husband everywhere, except to a foreign 
country,’” and in France thegcivil code has 
the, same law without the exception. A 
Portuguese married woman also “ may. ‘not 
publish her re works without her hus- 
band’s consent.”” Parties divorced may not 
remarry in Roumania. In Italy there is no
